Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed proposed draft amendments and how they overcome the 
recent rejections. Applicant emphasized the proposed amendmant limits the claims structurally i.e.. to the truncated 
forms of beta secretase comprising amino-acid residues 46-452. thus, lacking the transmembrane region. Applicants 
stated that Gurney's provisional application 60/101.594 misidentifies the transmembrane region of the disclosed 
protein. For that reason producing a protein as claimed would be non-obvious. Because of novelty of the beta 
secretase lacking transmembrane region there is no need to restrict the substrate used in the method claimed. The 
examiner stressed the broad scope of claims 81 . 83 and 135 (i.e., the claims directed to the use of transgenic mouse) 
does not have support in the specification. Limiting the scope of the claimed invention to transgenic mouse explicitly 
taught in the prior art, to certain category of compounds and route of administration would help reducing 
experimentation required from one skilled in the art. The examiner appreciates Applicant's helpful comments and 
proposal of amendment that will be considered in further prosecution.
